The Sanitation, Public Health and 


Poor Committee have issued the fol- 
owing circular : 


GARBAdE. 


A few things to remember : 
1st.—That this Borough 
has a 


Garbage Collector, who comes regu- 
larly once in forty-eight hours to every 
occupied house. 


2nd.—All animal and 
vegetable 


waste from the kitchen constitutes 
garbage. 
Greasy dish-water should 


not be thrown into the streets, but bo 
placed within a water-tight garbage 
tank. All ashes, and water, other 
than greasy dish-water, must be kept 
ut of such tank. 


3rd.—The citizens are to place 
leir garbage at the side or back 
ntrance of their properties, outside 


the fence line, in a water-tight 


essel, of such size that when full it 
an be bandied by one man. 


4th.—The Garbage Collector can 
s easily recognized by the wagon 
hich has the words "Garbage Collec- 
or" on either side. The Garbage 
ollector will at till times, also, have a 
ell attached to his horse or wagon 
hich always rings when in motion. 
5th.—Bear in mind that the collec- 
on of the garbage is done for the 
ood of the citizens, and the citizens 
lust do their part in putting the 
arbage out at the proper time and 
lace in order to aid the Collector 


k.11 negligence on the part of the 
'ollector should be promptly reported 
.o some one of the undersigned mem» 
iers of the Sanitary Committee. 


6th.—The work of collection is to 


iegin at seven o'clock in the morning, 
nd the Collector shall always follow 
he same route.

One thing certain is that the marvelous 


revelations of the spectrum analysis do net 
argue in favor of unity of chemical con- 
stitution in the different celestial bodies, 
nor of na absojuts unity among them- 
selves; fur from it. In our own nolur sys- 
tem we find essential differences between 
certain planets. In tho spectrum of Jupiter, 
for example, we find an unknown substimce 
which nmnifctsta Itself by a strong absorp- 
tion of ciTtain red rays.

ntlque Precedent^ In Forc« In Great 


liritaln Today. 


The laws of England are in most cases 
hat might bn called "men's laws," so uu- 
jual ig the justice they deal to men and 
omen respectively. 
For Instance-, a man is eligible for every 
ffice in the ) ingdom and is under no re- 
trictions as t-> voting. 
On the othc • hand, there are many offices 
woman camiot fill, such as member of 
arlfament, Bounty councilor, etc., al- 
lough she may be queen. She can vote 
n certain mi n Id pal and school elections, 
ut for nothing higher. She cannot servo 
n a jury except in one, special case. 
All English temporal peers bit and vote 
n the house of lords. 
A woman n iay be a peeress in her own 
ight, but silt has no seat or vote. There 
s one recorded case of a female baronet. 
All professions are open to a man. 
A woman nmy not be a clergyman, sol- 
ler, sailor, b irrlater or solicitor. She may 
ot even drivo a cab or bus for hire in Lem- 
on. But women have been parish clerks 
nd sextons. A woman was once high sher- 
ff. 
The law relating to inheritance of land 


jrefers male* to females. In nearly every 
ase an eldest son inherits to the exclusion 
f all other cl ildreri. 
When daughters inherit land, they share 
t equally. As regards personal property, 
man is his wife's heir, but a widow is her 
UHband's heiress only to a limited extent. 
When ii maa survives a wife possessed of 
and, he will in certain cases own it all for 
is lifetime. In similar coses when a wife 
urvives her husband she will have a life 
nterest in only one-third of his lands. 
A man's domicile is not altered by his 


marriage. A woman has to adopt her hus- 


and'sdomicile for her own. 
A husband is prima facie entitled to the 
ustody of his children. A wife has no 
uch right, nor will the courts readily grant 


A man lias -•» right to select tho religion 


<f his children. 
A man has full rights over his own prop- 
rty. A woman married before Jan. I, 
883, has onlj limited rights over property 
which was hers before that date. 


All these points arc decidedly favorable 


.0 the man. But he does not have it all 
iis own way, as tho following facts show: 


Any adult man may be made bankrupt 


ir imprisoneil under the debtor's act. A 
married, woman can be made bankrupt 
inly if trading separately from her hus- 
jund. Shea unot be, imprisoned under the 


LCt. 


If a man orders goods in his wife's name, 


:,e must usually pay for them. A man 
must generally pay for all necessary arti- 
cles liis wife orders. He is even responsi- 
ble, to a certuln extent, for debts she has 
iicurred before marriage. 


A man is responsible if his wife commits 
ibel or slamler or does any wrongful act 
or which damages could be claimed. He 
s responsible in this case also, to a certain 
extent, for such acts committed before 
narriage. A wife is never responsible for 
ler husband's wrongful acts. 
A man tn;iy be compelled to allow his 


wife sustenuiice money while she is carry- 
ng on a Ruit against him. or is forced to 
ive separately from him. 
In some cai.es married women may testi- 


'y privately .'<s to whether their signatures 
,o documents were made without fear or 
'avor. Equity will assist a wife if her hus- 
band has made some mistake in executing 


power of appointment in her favor. 
There seems to be some manifest injus- 


.Ico on both 'Ides, but the wheels of legal 
reform move slowly, and probably a dozen 
Dlckenses may write a hundred "Bleak 
House" arraignments of the powers that be 
aefore any changes will be made for the 
seneflt of either party.—New York Sun.

IBome Information About the Cheese by 


Which Every Englishman Swears. 


What is the state and what are the pros- 


pects of Stilton? The parish, formerly a 
market town in the county of Huntingdon, 
which lias given its name to that which was 
fince the aristocratic and gastronomic 
cheese "par excellence" has always been a 
mart for cheese. The article vended here 
is really made in Leicestershire, 20 miles 
away, whereas Cheddar cheese is manufac- 
tured at tho place from which it takes its 
ilcslgnation, although the inhabitants of 
the little Somersetshire town bitterly com- 
plain that an "a" has been foisted by mod- 
ern writers on the orthography of the last 
syllable of their home name, which is prop- 
erly "Chodder." In any case, it must bo 
admitted Cheddar or Chedder, although 
universally acknowledged to be a. most 
toothsome cheese, has never been coddled 
and petted by the superior classes to tho 
extent which Stilton has enjoyed. 


"Rare old Stilton" is generally preferred 


by epicures when a green mold appears in 
its texture. To accelerate this premature 
decomposition pieces of moldy cheese are 
sometimes inserted into holes made for the 
purpose with a scoop, but the best cheeses 
do not require tills unhandsome treatment 
and are in perfection when the inside be- 
comes us soft as butter, without any ap- 
pearance of. moldincss. 
In making very 


rich cheeses it is a canon of the dairy that 
the whey should be allowed to run off very 
slowly, because if it were forced rapidly it 
might carry off a great deal of the fatty 
matter of the cheese itself. 


Our fathers, ou the other hand, used to 


play on their own account a great many 
fantastic tricks with their rare old Stil- 
tons. Glasses of port or of burgundy were 
frequently poured into the cheese, and 
sometimes the article was placed under the 
tap of a casik of strong ale, so as to imbibe 
the droppings thereof, and there are even 
cases on record in which unscrupulous but- 
lers have striven to enhance the moldy as- 
pect ot the cheese by pushing into it cork- 
ing pins of brass or copper, thus engender- 
ing the perilous presence of verdigris. It 
is not quito impossible that some reason 
for the decline in the popularity of Stilton 
may be due to the circumstance that ifc was 
formerly almost invariably eaten to the ac- 
companiment of port wine. 


"A gentleman," observed Beau Brum- 


mel, "always ports with his cheese," and 
port wine having gone to a great extent 
out of fashion since smoking after dinner 
became general at the very best tables 
Stilton may have shared for a time in the 
temporary obscuration which darkens the 
bright chronicle of the vintage of Oporto. 
It is a curious fact nevertheless that when- 
ever a parcel of remarkably fine port comes 
on'the market It is at once eagerly pur- 
chased, and with regard to Stilton, who 
shall say that there are not yet secluded 
temples of gastronomy where hoary adepts 
treat the flue old cheese with all its tra- 
ditional rites, including the moistenings by 
means of port wine and strong ale, but 
sternly prohibiting, it is to be hoped, the 
reprehensible practice of sticking a ripen- 
ing cheese with corking plus?—London 
Telegraph.
